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William  Charles  French  (1919-1986) 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  record  the  death,  after  some  months'  illness 
of  William  Charles  French,  Managing  Director  of  Messrs.  Glendinings,  the 
London  auctioneers.  Bill,  as  he  was  generally  known  in  numismatic  circles, 
joined  Glendinings  in  1946,  when  the  business  was  situated  in  Argyll 
Street,  just  next  door  to  the  London  Palladium.  He  succeeded  Douglas 
Glendining  in  the  direction  of  the  Company  and  in  the  succeeding  years 
built  up  the  business  until  the  name  of  Glendinings  became  one  of  the  most 
respected  in  the  numismatic  auction  world. 

1  he  sales  that  were  conducted  bv  Bill  were  legendary  for  their  speed  and 
the  degree  ot  control  that  he  exercised  over  the  room.  Talking  was  frowned 
upon,  as  was  smoking,  and  more  than  one  eminent  participant  seated 
around  the  U-shaped  table  below  the  rostrum  was  quietened  with  a  steely 
glare  and  the  words  “are  you  bidding  Mr.  .  .  .?"  The  slightest  nod  from  the 
participants  was  instantly  noticed  by  Bill  and  when  the  room  was  filled  with 
clients  from  overseas,  some  of  whom  were  less  familiar  with  the  customs  of 
the  London  auction  rooms,  their  individual  style  of  bidding  and  occasional 
lack  of  comprehension  were  handled  with  understanding  and  efficiency. 
Under  Bill's  direction  both  vendors  and  purchasers  were  treated  fairly  and 
the  day-to-day  affairs  of  the  company  were  run  efficiently  by  simple,  well- 
tried  methods,  fancy  ideas  such  as  computers  were  eschewed  and  every¬ 
one,  customers  and  staff  alike,  seemed  the  better  for  it. 

Ever  the  perfect  gentleman,  clad  in  dark  suit  and  waistcoat.  Bill  was  a 
tireless  worker  who  believed  in  the  maxim,  that  if  he  did  it  himself,  he  knew 
it  would  be  done  properly.  He  was  generally  at  his  desk  at  7.30  am  each  day 
and  allowed  himself  the  luxury  of  driving  home  at  3.30  pm  in  the  afternoon 
to  avoid  the  rush-hour  and  to  do  more  work.  He  was  an  intensely  shy  man, 
rarely  venturing  out  to  see  clients  and  despite  this  seeming  lack  of  public 
image,  succeeded  in  attracting  some  of  the  most  important  sales  to 
Blenstock  House:  Paget  (1946),  Ryan  (1950),  Lockett  (1955-61),  Lady 
Duveen  (1964),  Pridmore  (1981-83)  and  G.  R.  Arnold  (1984)  are  only 
those  that  come  immediately  to  mind. 

Bill  French  will  be  sadly  missed  by  his  many  friends  in  the  numismatic 
trade,  by  his  staff  at  Messrs.  Glendinings,  and  the  sympathy  of  his  many 
admirers  around  the  world  goes  to  his  widow  and  children.

U.S.  Mill  mint  gold  bullion  coins.  On 

December  17,  1985,  President  Ronald  Reagan 
signed  into  law  the  "Gold  Bullion  Coin  Act  of 
1985"  -  a  bill  that  calls  for  the  minting  of  the 
first  general  circulation  U.S.  gold  coin  since 
1933. 

There  is  no  limit  placed  on  the  mintage  of 
this  scries  of  four  gold  bullion  coins:  however, 
the  law  does  prohibit  their  issuance  or  sale 
before  October  1,  1986. 


As  defined  in  U.S.  Public  Law  99-185,  the 
design  of  the  $50  coin  will  be  "symbolic  of 
Liberty"  on  its  obverse  side  and  on  its  reverse 
will  be  "a  family  of  eagles,  with  the  male 
carrying  an  olive  branch  and  flying  above  a 
nest  containing  a  female  eagle  and  hatch¬ 
lings."  A  copyrighted  design  for  the  $50  coin 
which  has  been  submitted  by  Texas  sculptor 
Miley  Busiek  is  shown  in  the  above  sketch. 
The  final  designs  for  all  of  the  coins  have  yet  to 
be  determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea¬ 
sury. 

The  gold  bullion  coins  will  contain  the 
following  amounts  of  pure  gold  for  each 
denomination:  one  troy  ounce  for  the  $50 


coin,  one-half  troy  ounce  for  the  $25  coin,  one- 
quarter  ounce  for  the  $10  coin,  and  one-tenth 
troy  ounce  for  the  $5  coin. 

Although  the  face  values  of  these  coins  help 
establish  their  status  as  legal  tender  coins 
differing  from  gold  medallions  that  never  carry 
a  face  value  -  the  face  values  of  these  coins  are 
mostly  symbolic  because  the  coins  will  sell  for  a 
price  equal  to  the  market  value  of  the  bullion 
at  the  time  of  the  sale,  plus  the  cost  of  minting, 
marketing,  and  distributing  such  coins. 

The  four  price  levels  make  it  possible  for  a 
maximum  number  of  people  of  till  income 
levels  to  enjoy  ownership  of  LJ.S.  gold  coins. 

The  law  assures  these  coins  of  also  having 
the  appearance  of  other  U.S.  legal  tender 
coins  by  directing  that  they  shall  bear  the 
traditional  inscriptions  of  the  coinage  of  the 
United  States  -  “In  God  We  Trust",  "United 
States  of  America"  and  "E.  Pluribus  Unum 
as  well  as  the  word  "Liberty".  Each  coin  will 
also  have  reeded  edges  and  be  inscribed  with 
the  year,  its  denomination,  and  the  weight  of 
its  pure  gold  content. 

The  new  law  stimulates  the  mining  of  gold  in 
the  United  States  by  stating  that  the  Secretary 
shall  acquire  gold  for  the  coins  issued  under 
this  law'  by  purchase  of  gold  mined  from  natu¬ 
ral  deposits  in  the  United  States,  within  one 
year  after  the  month  in  which  the  ore  from 
which  it  is  derived  was  mined.  It  added,  "The 
Secretary  shall  not  pay  more  than  the  average 
world  price  for  the  gold." 

The  U.S.  bullion  coins  will  provide  impor¬ 
tant  additional  products  in  a  market  for  official 
coins  that  used  more  than  4  million  troy 
ounces  of  gold  in  1984,  as  shown  in  Modern 
Gold  Coinage  IW4.  -  Gold  News ,  January 
1986.

I  thought  it  might  he  helpful  to  the  numismatic 
community  to  say  that  I  believe  I  have  found 
an  answer  to  the  problem  of  the  discolouration 
which  manv  collectors  have  observed  when 
copper,  bronze  and  even  some  silver  coins 
(both  0.925  and  0.500  silver  contain  copper  as 
another  constituent  of  the  alloy)  are  housed  in 
plastic  (pvc)  envelopes. 

I  have  experienced  this  problem  with  my 
own  collection,  being  quite  horrified  many 
years  ago  to  discover  within  a  relatively  short 


time  of  acquisition  that  some  of  my  choicest 
copper  and  bronze  specimens  had  become 
green  and  sticky  on  the  raised  surfaces. 

1  note  that  comments  have  appeared  from 
time  to  time  in  the  numismatic  literature  about 
possible  reasons  for  the  effect,  with  tentative 
explanations  for  the  process  involved.  How¬ 
ever.  much  mystery  still  surrounds  the  subject 

After  experimenting  over  the  last  few  years 
I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  basic 
cause  is  attack  of  atmospheric  moisture  on  the

greasy  film  which  covers  all  coins  except  those 
in  mint  state,  and  which  also  contains  sub- 
microscopic  particles  of  copper.  Coins  which 
have  circulated  only  very  little  soon  become 
coated  with  a  very  thin  film  of  grease,  which 
hardens  in  time.  Also  within  this  film  very  fine 
particles  of  copper  (or  copper  alloy)  are  pres¬ 
ent,  either  from  mint  manufacture  or  pro¬ 
duced  by  abrasion  during  circulation;  these 
particles  are  not  visible,  even  under  a  micro¬ 
scope,  but  can  be  detected  analytically. 
Atmospheric  moisture  reacts  chemically  with 
the  copper  particles  in  the  grease,  giving  rise  to 
hydrated  copper  compounds,  which  are  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  deep  green  colour.  The  con¬ 
stituents  of  the  grease  (organic  acids)  are  very 
likely  involved,  too.  The  main  metal  i.e.  the 
body  of  the  coin  itself,  fortunately  appears  not 
to  be  attacked.  This  is  evident  when  the  green 
residue  is  removed  (using  an  inert  solvent) 
from  copper  or  bronze  coins  which  already  had 
surface  oxidation  (i.e.  are  toned).  In  such 
cases  the  body  of  the  coin  still  has  the  surface 
oxidised;  if  the  chemical  attack  had  been  on 
the  body  of  the  coin  itself,  a  bright  stain, 
indicating  removal  of  the  oxidised  layer, 
should  have  appeared,  but  it  never  did. 

The  solution  to  the  problem  appears  to  be 
quite  simple.  Gentle  wiping  of  a  discoloured 
coin  with  cotton-wool  soaked  in  a  light  mineral 
oil  (sewing  machine  oil)  removes  all  the  green 
residue.  The  oil  is  then  removed  by  gentle 
wiping  with  cotton-wool  soaked  in  new  turpen¬ 
tine.  The  turpentine  is  then  removed  by 
immersing  the  coin  for  a  few  seconds  in  warm 
water;  the  coin  is  then  carefull  dried  by  dab¬ 
bing  with  cotton-wool  or  tissue.  If  the  extent  of 
green  compound  formation  is  only  slight,  the 
oil  stage  can  be  omitted.  Both  oil  and  turpen¬ 
tine  are  completely  unreactive  towards  metals 
and  oxidised  metals,  but,  most  importantly, 
they  dissolve  away  the  grease-copper  particle 
film  completely. 

I  have  found  that  discoloured  coins  treated 
in  this  way  have  not,  even  after  very  many 
years,  and  in  a  similar  atmospheric  environ¬ 
ment  as  previously,  shown  any  tendency  what¬ 


ever  to  become  discoloured  again.  The  re¬ 
quirement  seems  to  be  simply  to  eliminate  the 
grease  film. 

I  hope  these  remarks  are  useful,  and  if  you 
feel  it  would  be  of  help  to  numismatists,  please 
feel  free  to  publish  them  in,  say,  the  Bulletin.  -

In  your  November  issue  you  list  coin  G329 
(Shilling)  "George  III  no  semee”  (sic).  The 
placing  of  the  accent  caught  my  eye  because 
the  word  I  had  always  pronounced  "seemay” 
which  should  be  written  "semee”.  Of  course 
any  ot  your  readers  who  had  penetrated  into 
the  GB  section  of  your  list  would  have  known 
what  was  meant  even  if  the  wrong  accent  was 
placed  over  the  wrong  letter.  But  having  had 
my  attention  caught  I  began  to  wonder  what  a 
semee  actually  is.  Every  collector  knows  that  it 
is  a  field  of  hearts  that  occurs  (or- fails  to  occur) 
on  a  microscopic  portion  of  the  royal  coat  of 
arms  on  shillings  and  sixpences  of  1787.  It  is 
usually  referred  to  in  full  as  "a  semee  of 
hearts”.  But  nowhere  else  in  my  varied  career 
have  I  ever  met  any  other  semees. 

This  sent  me  to  the  dictionary  for  a  fuller 
explanantion.  Here  I  found  that  the  word  is 
used  in  heraldry  and  comes  from  the  French 
word  "to  scatter”,  originally  from  the  Latin 
root  of  seed  (hence  to  scatter  seed).  But  to  my 
surprise  I  found  that  semee  is  an  adjective,  not 
a  noun,  so  that  the  correct  heraldic  expression 
is  "a  field  of  hearts  semee”,  i.e.  "a  field  of 
scattered  hearts”. 

Therefore  we  have  been  wrong  all  these 
years  in  talking  about  a  "semee  of  hearts”  or, 
"no  semee”.  We  should  have  spoken  of 
“hearts  semee”  and  thus  more  simply  "no 
hearts”.  This  last  expression  would  have  the 
virtue  that  the  novice  would  at  least  recognise 
what  he  was  looking  for  on  the  coin  (though  he 
would  need  an  eyeglass).  Who  but  the  initiate 
would  recognise  a  "semee”  or  a  "scattered”?

BOOK  REVIEWS 

UNDER  THE  BLUE  HOOD  by  Arnold  Mallin- 
son.  Edited  by  Henry  Hardy.  Oxford,  1985. 
210  x  140mm.,  332pp.,  numerous  illustra¬ 
tions,  cloth.  £9.95,  including  postage,  obtain¬ 
able  from  Robert  Dugdale,  c/o  Corpus  Christi 
College,  Oxford  0X1  4JF. 

The  Reverend  Mallinson’s  blue  academic 
B.Litt.  hood  with  its  white  fur  lining  provides 
the  title  for  this  volume  of  autobiographical 
anecdotes,  poetry,  travelogues,  numismatic 
essays  and  occasional  mini-sermons,  and  its 
sub-title  'A  hotchpotch  1923-1985’  gives  an 
inkling  of  the  author’s  mischievious  humour  in 
the  manner  in  which  he  brings  together  his 
reminiscences.  The  year  1923  was  an  import¬ 
ant  milestone  for  him.  In  it  he  became  a  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  which  meant 
a  lot  to  him,  and  as  a  non-collegiate  student  at 
St.  Stephen's  House,  Oxford,  he  completed 
his  thesis  on  the  coinage  of  Ancient  Palestine, 
a  few  extracts  from  which  are  included  in  this 
book.  The  book  is  essentially  a  new  edition  of  a 
smaller  volume,  Quinquagesimo  Anno ,  which 
had  been  published  in  a  limited  edition  in  1974, 
but  it  now  has  much  additional  material. 

Arnold  Mallinson,  always  a  convivial  com¬ 
panion  and  inveterate  raconteur,  has  been  able 
to  conjure  remarkable  tales  from  his  long 
memory  of  his  early  days  and  his  travels 
through  Mediterranean  lands.  Each  of  the 
coins  in  his  varied  collection  illustrated  some 
historical  event  or  personage  or  was  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  some  curious  story.  This  is  brought  out 
in  the  notes  that  he  compiled  for  the  auction 
catalogue  of  the  part  of  his  collection  sold  in 
December  1984.  The  section  of  the  book  en¬ 
titled  ‘Numismatic  Department’  has  a  fore¬ 
word  by  Dr  Humphrey  Sutherland,  and  the 
author  goes  on  to  show  how  coin  collecting 


became  an  abiding  passion  in  his  life  and  one 
that  was  closely  linked  to  his  religious  faith.  He 
sets  the  historical  scene  for  the  Jewish  Revolt 
of  A.D.  66-70  and  discusses  some  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  that  were  involved  in  dating  the  Jewish 
coinage  of  that  time.  The  author  comments  on 
a  number  of  interesting  ancient,  English  and 
Scottish  coins  in  his  collection,  and  he  also 
discusses  the  superb  pattern  pound  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  I  with  mintmark  rose  in  the  Ashmolean 
Museum  collection.  His  essay  on  Thomas 
Rawlins,  the  playwright,  engraver  and  medal¬ 
list  to  Charles  I,  examines  the  numismatic 
allusions  in  his  three  plays.  In  ‘Coin  Dealers’ 
he  refers  to  Thomas  Snelling  and  his  books  and 
then  goes  on  to  describe  his  experiences  with 
coin  dealers  and  auctioneers  that  he  knew  in 
London  and  other  European  cities.  Through¬ 
out  the  book  there  are  references  to  coins  and 
coin  collecting. 

His  numerous  numismatic  friends  and 
others  will  long  remember  him  when  he  lived 
at  the  extraordinary  neo-gothic  vicarage  across 
the  stream  from  St.  Frideswide  Church  at 
Osney,  Oxford.  It  was  stacked  from  floor  to 
attic  with  antiquities  and  bric-a-brac  which  its 
occupant  had  collected  during  his  travels.  The 
vicarage  garden,  having  been  allowed  to  run 
wild,  served  as  a  nature  reserve.  Sadly  Arnold 
is  no  longer  with  us.  He  died  on  29th  Sep¬ 
tember  1985  at  the  age  of  89,  just  before  this 
book  was  passed  for  the  press.  For  those  who 
knew  him  the  book  will  be  a  most  acceptable 
memorial  volume  to  the  man  himself:  for  any 
other  coin  collector  it  will  demonstrate  how 
much  can  be  discovered  and  enjoyed  in  pursu¬ 
ing  the  delights  of  what  the  author  has  des¬ 
cribed  as  ‘numismatology’.

This  remarkable  find  of  thirty-one  silver  coins  and  three  bronze  coins  for  the  period 
A.D.  641-752  are  all  of  the  highest  rarity.  Those  previously  known  were  known  only 
from  one  or  two  specimens,  but  mostly  the  types  represented  in  the  hoard  were 
previously  unknown.  The  coins  are  extremely  important  historically  as  many  of  them 
depict  papal  monograms  and  signatures  and  are  therefore  staggering  in  their  impli¬ 
cations  tor  the  temporal  sovereignty  of  the  popes  at  such  an  early  date.  In  short,  the 
coins  demonstrate  that  temporal  sovereignty  over  Rome  was  exercised  nearly  a 
hundred  years  earlier  than  has  been  suggested  by  any  historian,  c.  A.D.  650  rather 
than  the  middle  of  the  eighth  century  which  has  been  the  generally  accepted  view  of 
most  scholars.  Even  the  titles  of  some  works  reflect  this  later  date:  L.  Duchesne,  The 
Beginnings  of  Temporal  Sovereignty  of  the  Topes  754-1073  ( 1908). 

One  eminent  scholar,  perhaps  the  most  influential  single  figure  this  century  in 
medieval  and  Byzantine  studies,  has  already  indicated  that  the  material  is  amongst  the 
most  important  that  has  ever  been  published  in  the  medieval  held.  Other  experts  and 
specialists  in  Byzantine  numismatics  have  expressed  similar  views  on  the  extraordinary 
historical  importance  of  this  group.  However,  undoubtedly  further  articles  and 
discussion  will  be  forthcoming  and  will  probably  continue  for  many  years. 

The  numbering  of  the  coins  given  here  follows  Michael  Dennis  O’Hara  and  Italo 
Vecchi,  'A  Find  of  Byzantine  Silver  from  the  Mint  of  Rome  for  the  period  A.D.  641- 
152'.  Swiss  Numismatic  Review  Vol.  64  (1985)  pp.  105-40,  where  the  hoard  is 
published  in  detail.

The  hoard  is  extremely  interesting  as,  apart  from  adding  as  many  again  to  the  numbers 
of  examples  of  this  denomination  known,  it  produces  a  considerable  number  of 
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novelties.  1  hese  include  monograms  for  Popes  Vitalian  and  Adeodatus,  recognition  ot 
a  monogram  for  Pope  Sisinnius,  signed  coins  for  Popes  Sergius  I,  Gregory  II  and 
Zacharias;  recognition  of  a  new  form  of  combined  monogram  for  Tiberius  111,  and  a 
new  complete  monogram  for  Rome.  It  also  offers  evidence  for  the  re-attribution  of 
previously  w  rongly  assigned  coins,  revealing  in  the  process  a  papal  signature  for  Pope 
Constantine;  amendments  to  and  confirmation  of  some  of  Sabatier's  line  drawings, 
and  indications  for  fairly  precise  dating  for  a  number  of  different  issues.  It  also 
includes  an  issue  which  may  reasonably  be  attributed  to  Anastasius  II.  Additionally, 
identification  ot  a  new  denomination  is  made  possible  and  in  the  process  it  becomes 
apparent  that  the  square  coppers  issued  by  Popes  Gregory  and  Zacharias  usually 
regarded  as  tesserae  or  weights,  are  in  all  probability  coins.  The  hoard  demonstrates 
that  temporal  power  was  in  the  hands  of  the  popes  since  the  time  of  Vitalian ,  nearly  a 
hundred  years  earlier  than  has  been  suggested  by  any  historian.  Furthermore  it  shows 
that  the  ‘papal  series'  which  is  usually  considered  to  commence  with  Pope  Adrian  1 
(773-795)  should  now  be  recognised  as  commencing  with  Pope  Vitalian  (657-672). 

It  is  proposed  that  there  will  be  a  reprint  of  the  detailed  SNR  article  (under  the 
covers  of  the  Swiss  Credit  Bank,  Berne),  with  additional  comment  and  notes  by  other 
scholars,  enlarged  photographs  and  the  results  of  micro-chemical  analyses.  Anyone 
who  is  interested  should  write  to  Italo  Vecchi  of  the  Numismatic  Department,  Credit 
Suisse,  Berne,  and  ask  to  be  placed  on  their  mailing  list. 

The  coins  will  be  on  exhibition  at  the  British  Museum  during  1986  and  will  come 
under  the  hammer,  together  with  an  important  collection  of  coins  of  the  Western 
Byzantine  Mints,  in  Berne.  April  1987.  The  hoard  has  previously  been  on  exhibition  at 
the  Miinzkabmett  in  Winterthur,  Switzerland.

THE  NEW  HART  GALLERY  AT 

BLACKBURN

One  of  the  major  developments  in  the  North  of  England  in  the  past  few  months  has 
been  the  opening  of  the  new  Hart  Gallery  at  Blackburn  Museum.  It  is  forty  years  this 
year  since  Edward  Hart  bequeathed  his  collection  of  coins,  mediaeval  illuminated 
manuscripts  and  early  printed  books  to  the  Museum.  Since  then,  part  of  the  collection 
has  been  brought  out  for  small  displays  from  time  to  time  and  for  visiting  groups  and 
individuals  to  see,  but  we  have  been  waiting  until  now  for  a  purpose-designed  room. 

Edward  Hart  was  a  local  rope  manufacturer.  His  family  had  been  in  the  same 
business  since  the  eighteenth  century  when  they  moved  to  Blackburn  from  Leyland. 
They  were  comfortably  well  off. 

Edward,  who  was  born  in  1878,  was  sent  to  school  at  Rugby  and  from  there  he  went 
to  Cambridge  to  study  Classics.  He  began  collecting  in  the  last  century  when  relative 
prices  were  much  cheaper  than  they  are  today.  As  a  Classics  scholar  he-took  a  keen 
interest  in  Greek, and  Roman  coins,  especially  the  Greek  coins  of  Sicily,  Corinth,  the 
Ptolemies  and  the  Seleucids,  and  the  bronze  currency  of  the  early  Roman  Empire.  His 
British  coins  specialise  in  gold  and  milled  issues,  with  a  particular  concentration  on 
proofs  and  patterns. 

The  displays  in  the  Gallery  show  a  tenth  of  his  coins,  in  fifteen  cases,  illustrating  an 
introduction  to  coinage,  the  Egyptian  coins  of  the  Ptolemies  and  the  Romans,  coins  of 
Roman  emperors  and  empresses  and  a  thematic  display  about  Britannia.  This  latter 
display  provides  an  opportunity  to  observe  links  between  Greek,  Roman  and  British 
pieces  and  some  of  the  more  interesting  items  show  novel  views  of  Britannia  as  she  has 
been  depicted  on  various  pattern  pieces. 

One  of  the  more  entertaining  exhibits  is  an  advertising  counter  in  white  metal, 
produced  by  the  Liverpool  Matchless  Metal  Polish  Company  at  the  turn  of  the 
century,  which  shows  Britannia  using  Matchless  Polish  to  shine  her  helmet. 

The  display  of  the  kings  and  queens  of  England  begins  with  a  Viking  copy  of  a  penny 
of  Alfred  the  Great.  Since  Lancashire  did  not  belong  to  the  territory  of  the  West  Saxon

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kings  until  Athelstan  came  North,  it  is  appropriate  tor  Alfred  to  be  represented  with 
Viking  money. 

I  he  Kings  and  Queens  display  illustrates  the  breadth  of  1  tart's  collection.  The  depth 
of  it  is  shown  in  a  display  of  the  coins  of  Charles  1,  the  Interregnum  and  the  early 
hammered  coins  of  Charles  11. 

The  last  display  is  of  com  weights  and  balances,  in  w  hich  the  brass  weights  are  ampiy 
complemented  by  the  gold  coins  they  represent.  It  is  the  balances,  however,  that  steal 
the  scene. 

A  box  of  weights  from  St.  Ann's  Street,  London,  of  the  1760s  contains  brass  weights 
as  light  as  a  grain  of  barley  and  their  multiples  up  to  the  pennyweights,  equivalent  to 
the  weight  of  an  English  penny  from  the  reign  of  Henry  IV. 

Of  local  interest  are  the  guinea  pocket  balances  and  their  varieties  made  by 
Wilkinson  of  Liverpool  about  1780  and  at  his  new  home  in  Ormskirk. 

Some  of  the  coins  and  certainly  the  coin  balances  did  not  belong  to  Edward  Hart's 
collection.  They  come  from  the  Museum's  collection  to  supplement  the  display. 

Among  books  and  legal  manuscripts  only  a  Columbian  printing  press  of  the  early 
nineteenth  century  does  not  come  from  Hart's  original  collection.  The  range  of  his 
collecting  spread  from  cuneiform  tablets  of  ancient  Mesopotamia,  Egyptian  papyrus 
and  Byzantine  religious  works  before  touching  the  illuminated  manuscripts. 

With  only  a  fifth  of  the  written  works  on  show,  the  earliest  is  a  French  psalter  of  the 
early  thirteenth  century  with  illustrations  of  the  life  of  Christ.  Some  twenty  mediaeval 
manuscripts  are  on  show.  The  printed  books  include  works  by  Gutenberg,  Caxton, 
Jenson,  Pynson  and  Wvnken  de  Worde. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  variety  in  the  new  Hart  Gallery  and  it  is  of  interest  not  only 
to  collectors  of  coins.  It  is  open  from  10  a.m.  till  5  p.m.,  six  days  a  week.  Visiting 
groups  are  always  welcome  but  it  is  advisable  to  telephone  in  advance. 

THE  RATHDOWN  UPPER  HOARD: 
SILVER  COINS  OF  THE  TUDOR 
PERIOD  FROM  CO.  WICKLOW

This  interesting  little  find  was  made  in  the  late  autumn  of  1985.  The  finder,  who  was 
using  a  metal  detector,  promptly  notified  and  forwarded  the  coins  to  the  National 
Museum.  The  Museum  acquired  them  some  weeks  later  and  an  award  was  made  to  the 
finder.  The  hoard  was  discovered  near  the  edge  of  a  cliff,  immediately  over-looking 
Greystones  beach,  on  the  northern  or  Bray  side  of  Greystones  village.  The  actual 
findspot  is  in  the  townland  of  Rathdown  Upper,  about  150  yards  north  of  the  ruins  of 
Rathdown  Castle  and  beside  the  old  track  of  the  Great  Southern  Railway.1  There  were 
26  coins,  all  but  one  of  them  English,  ranging  in  date  from  1553  to  1596.  They  are  as 
fol  low's: 

Mary  ( 1553-4);  Groat  ( 1 ) 

Philip  and  Mary  ( 1554-8);  Groat  ( 1 ) 

Elizabeth  I  (1558-1603);  Shillings  (10),  Sixpences  (11),  Groat  (1),  Threepence 

( 1 ),  Shilling,  Irish  ( 1 ). 

The  hoard  is  not  of  exceptional  numismatic  importance,  the  only  point  of  interest 
being  the  presence  of  an  Irish  shilling  of  Elizabeth's  1561  issue.  These  shillings,  struck 
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slightly  below  sterling  standard,  were  a  vast  improvement  on  the  base  silver  issues 
which  had  preceded  them.  They  are  not  often  found  in  hoards,  however,  possibly 
because  the  issue  was  a  small  one,  possibly  because  they  were  displaced  by  Elizabeth’s 
English  sterling  shillings  which  began  to  circulate  throughout  the  country  around  this 
time.  For  whatever  reason,  they  have  turned  up  in  very  small  numbers  indeed  —  3 
coins  in  a  hoard  of  140  at  Tullamore,  Co.  Offaly  in  1922, 2  1  in  a  hoard  of  117  at 
Knocknaboul,  Co.  Limerick  in  1943, 3  I  in  an  unprovenanced  hoard  of  11  coins  in  the 
National  Museum4  and  1  out  of  26  in  the  Rathdown  Upper  hoard. 

The  geographical  location  of  the  find-spot  is  of  considerable  interest.  Prior  to  the 
recent  discovery  there  was  only  one  recorded  find  of  significance  from  Co.  Wicklow, 
for  the  entire  period  1509  to  1660 —  that  is,  from  the  coronation  of  Henry  VIII  to  the 
death  of  Cromwell.  (This  was  the  Killiskey  hoard.*1  Killiskey  is  situated  roughly  half 
way  between  Newtownmountkennedy  and  Rathnew,  a  few  miles  inland  from  the 
coast).  It  appears  rather  odd  at  first  glance  that  Wicklow  has  not  yielded  up  more 
hoards,  when  it  is  considered  that  the  region  was  frequently  disturbed  and  racked  by 
warfare  throughout  this  period.  It  is  worth  noting,  however  that  Laois,  where  the 
O'Moores  were  frequently  in  rebellion  against  the  English  and  their  planter  allies,  is 
equally  lacking  in  coin  hoards. 

In  both  cases,  those  who  were  under  pressure  were  largely  rural,  pastoral  Irish,  who 
quite  possibly  had  little  need  or  use  for  money.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the 
Ulster  Plantation,  which  involved  the  large-scale  displacement  of  native  Irish  has  not 
left  any  noticeable  mark  upon  contemporary  hoards  either.  Much  work,  of  course, 
remains  to  be  done  on  the  question  of  coin  usage  among  the  Irish  and  it  hardly  needs 
saying  that  many  factors  influence  the  discovery  and  recording  of  coin  hoards.  The 
point  is  worth  making,  however.  In  the  Irish  context,  one  should  be  extremely  wary  of 
attempting  to  connect  or  relate  hoarding  trends  with  wars  and  battles,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  in  many  areas  coins  may  have  played  little  part  in  the  everyday  transac¬ 
tions  of  the  people. 

If  indeed  the  Rathdown  coins  were  deposited  in  anticipation  of  or  as  a  result  of  some 
violent  incident,  the  last  decade  of  the  16th  century  witnessed  numerous  bloody 
struggles,  with  any  of  which  the  deposit  might  have  been  associated.  The  O’Tooles  and 
O'Byrnes  continued  to  resist  the  English  administration  in  Dublin  —  as  they  had  done 
in  previous  centuries  —  and  defied  all  attempts  to  subdue  them  until  the  very  end  of 
the  century.6  On  occasion  they  threatened  Dublin  itself  and  the  attempts  of  successive 
Lord  Deputies  to  “pacify”  Wicklow  led  to  much  fighting,  skirmishing  and  raiding. 
Fiach  McHugh  O'Byrne,  the  terror  of  the  Pale,  was  finally  hunted  down  and  killed  in 
1596  by  the  forces  of  Lord  Deputy  Russell.7  Following  the  resurgence  of  Irish  fortunes 
after  the  battle  of  the  Yellow  Ford  in  1598,  however,  his  son  Phelim  went  into  open 
rebellion  in  alliance  with  the  O’Tooles.  The  allies  raided  deep  into  the  Pale  and  burned 
as  far  as  the  outskirts  of  Dublin. s  In  1599  the  forces  of  the  Lord  Deputy,  Essex,  were 
harried  as  they  marched  through  the  county  on  their  return  to  Dublin  from  the  South. 
In  the  summer  of  the  same  year  an  English  force,  attempting  to  fight  its  way  into 
Glenmalure  from  Rathdrum,  was  routed  by  the  Irish  and  pursued  to  within  a  few  miles 
of  Wicklow  Castle.6  The  scorched  earth  policies  of  Mountjoy  and  Carew  slowly  took 
their  toll,  however.  The  death  in  combat  of  the  redoubtable  Phelim  O’Toole  of 
Powerscourt  and  the  capture  of  Phelim  O’Byrne’s  wife  and  son  in  a  surprise  attack  by 
Mountjoy  (on  Christmas  Day  1600)  brought  opposition  to  an  end.1"  Rathdown, 
strategically  situated  on  the  Dublin-Wicklow  coastal  route,  doubtless  witnessed  the 
frequent  movement  of  troops  and  supplies  during  this  period  as  successive  Lord 
Deputies  sought  to  hem  in  the  stubborn  Wicklow  clans.  While  it  must,  of  course,  be 
emphasised  that  the  small  hoard  in  question  here  may  be  quite  unconnected  with  the 
events  described  above,  the  general  background  is  one  against  which  the  loss  or 
hurried  concealment  of  coins  would  be  quite  understandable.

The  Burmese  peacock  rupee  illustrated  above  from  a  photograph  supplied  by  its  owner 
Mr  Harry  A.  Fenton  (of  Newtonville,  Mass.,  U.S.A.)  bears  a  news  report  engraved  in 
smoothed  held  of  reverse  which  posed  at  first  a  conundrum  of  in  what  country  of  the 
British  Empire  the  driving  of  a  1.4  mile  tunnel  could  have  been  practicable  during  the 
First  World  War,  and  whether  for  railway,  road,  or  what  function.  As  tigers  do  not  live 
in  Burma,  it  could  not  have  been  part  of  a  wildlife  rescue  operation  there.  Mr  Lewis 
Shaw  (co-author  of  The  Coins  and  Banknotes  of  Burma  ( 1980),  was  consulted  for  any 
suggestions,  and  one  of  his  -  'Burma  Mines  Ltd’  -  immediately  produced  most  of  the 
solution,  from  its  successor  body's  entry  in  the  Mining  Year  Book  1940  issue  on  the 
present  writer's  bookshelves.  As  the  place-names  involved  do  not  normally  show  up  in 
atlases,  Mr  Shaw  kindly  provided  the  sketch-map  here  depicted,  copied  from  an  old 
road  map  of  Burma.  The  solution  was  further  clarified  and  completed  by  means  of 
company  entries  kindly  copied  from  the  1917-21  issues  of  the  Mining  Manual  & 
Mining  Year  Book  by  the  Reference  Library  of  the  University  of  Reading,  which 
stores  the  publishers’  archive  of  back  issues. 

Proprietorship 

The  mining  property  basic  to  this  article  is  detailed  in  the  next  section.  A  company 
owned  the  property  but  this  was  almost  fully  pledged  to  a  corporation,  the  lines  of 
descent  being  as  follows:- 

(a)  Great  Eastern  Mining  Co  Ltd  ( 18. .-1906) 

acquired  and  replaced  by: 

Burma  Mines ,  Railway  A  Smelting  Co  Ltd  (6th  March  1 906— Apri  1  1908) 
renamed  as: 

BURMA  MINES  LTD  (April  1908-vol.  liqu.  31st  Dec.  1919) 

(b)  BURMA  CORPORATION  LTD  (9th  Oct.  1913-  voluntary  liquidation  1920) 

which  owned  98%  of  the  debenture  capital  and  99.8%  of  the  issued  capital  of 
Burma  Mines  Ltd,  to  which  it  had  agreed  to  provide  working  capital;  being 
also  B.M.  Ltd’s  General  Manager. 

BURMA  CORPORATION  LTD  (INDIA)  ( 17. 12. 19 19-1 939-)  registered  in 
Rangoon. 

Set  up  by  the  preceding  corporation  to  replace  itself  so  as  to  enjoy  the  benefits 
of  on-the-spot  proprietorship;  acquiring  Burma  Mines  Ltd. 

[The  present  writer’s  other  edition  of  the  Year  Book  is  for  1966  and  does  not  list  the 
above  corporation’s  name  -  but  indicates  that  the  1965  edition  contained  an  entry  for 
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Burma  Mines  Ltd!  Not  researched.] 

Thus,  during  1914-20  the  annual  volumes  each  contained  entries  tor  both  bodies, 
with  usually  the  corporation  giving  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  property  and  the 
company's  year's  operations  than  given  by  the  company  itself,  t  his  was  natural,  as  the 
scope  of  their  interests  was  identical,  with  the  corporation  holding  the  purse-strings. 

The  property 

The  mining  concern  central  to  this  account  was  in  fact  Burma's  principal  source  ot 
mineral  metals,  comprising  a  group  of  ancient  silver-lead,  zinc,  and  copper  mines 
situated  at  BAWDWIN  (hence  'the  Bawdwin  Mines'  in  short)  in  the  Northern  Shan 
States,  Upper  Burma;  60  miles  from  the  Chinese  province  of  Yunnan. 

The  country  is  mountainous.  The  ore  body  was  situated  in  the  centre  of  a  big  hill  into 
which  an  internal  shaft  had  been  sunk,  followed  by  the  successive  driving  ot  two 
horizontal  tunnels  (one  500ft.  below  the  other)  to  connect  the  shaft  with  the  outside 
surface:- 

Chinaman  Tunnel  at  depth  150ft.  approx. 

TIGER  TUNNEL  at  depth  653ft. 

Tiger  Tunnel  was  at  valley  level,  connecting  with  the  foot  of  the  shaft.  The  engraved 
coin  records  the  duration  of  driving  it  as  from  17.4. 1914-21.9. 191b  and  total  length  as 
7,433  feet.  The  company  and  corporation  entries  in  the  1917  Year  Book  state  that, 
driven  inwards,  its  length  had  reached  3,744  feet  by  the  end  of  1915,  and  on  22nd 
September  1916  it  pierced  through  to  the  central  shaft;  there  recorded,  and  parroted  in 
entries  ever  afterwards,  its  length  appeared  as  7,250  feet.  The  reason  for  disparate 
statements  of  the  length  is  a  mvsterv;  the  termination  datings  agree,  so  it  is  not 
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possible  to  theorise  cutting  continuing  beyond  the  shaft,  and  there  is  no  question  of  a 
change  in  length  over  a  period  owing  to  perhaps  recessing  of  a  larger  structure  into  the 
hillside. 

Tenure 

Burma  Mines  Ltd  had  a  lease  from  the  Indian  Government  covering  2,496  acres 
(precisely  3.9  square  miles  -  the  corporation  miscalculated  it  as  3.8).  The  Rangoon- 
based  corporation  measured  the  whole  area  of  the  undertaking  as  10  sq.  miles,  and 
obtained  from  that  government  a  comprehensive  30-years  lease  from  1.1.1920. 

Communications 

The  mines  (at  Bawdwin)  were  connected  by  the  company's  own  2-ft.  ttau^e  railway 
with  the  company’s  smeltery  at  NAMTU  (13  miles  away  but  only  from  Tiger 
Tunnel’s  mouth)  and  thence  with  NAM  YAO  (renaming  of  HSIPAW)  Station  on  the 
LASHIO  Branch  of  Burma  Railways  (the  station  was  46  miles  from  Bawdwin).  At  the 
corporation  s  1918  A.G.M.,  the  issued  report  revealed  that  the  Burma  Railways  Co. 
had  agreed  (subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Government  of  India)  to  construct  a  new  35- 
mile  branch  line  to  Namtu  (i.e.  to  supersede  the  mining  company’s  Namtu-Nam  Yao 
line)  but  the  rates  of  charge  from  this  more  remote  starting  point  would  be  the  same  as 
they  had  been  from  Nam  Yao.  No  more  was  heard  of  that  project  (except  in  the 
detailed  prospectus  of  the  new  corporation:  to  be  of  1-metre  gauge,  and  the  Bawdwin- 
Namtu  section  to  be  electrified ) ,  and  entries  continued  (.  .  .  1940  volume  .  .  .),  to 
parrot  that  the  transport  was  by  the  company’s  2-ft.  gauge  railway  operating  to  Nam 
Yao.  Yet  the  new  railway-company  route  is  marked  on  Mr  Shaw's  ( 1945  edition)  map 
transcript(!)  and  looks  to  have  been  extended  to  Bawdwin. 

Operations 

During  1916,  smelting  of  ‘slag  left  behind  by  the  Chinese’  was  reported  as  termi¬ 
nated  by  exhaustion  of  that  stock,  and  the  improved  method  whereby  smelting  was 
direct  from  ore  was  successfully  launched.  In  that  year,  lead  alone  was  refined;  crude 
silver  was  sent  to  London;  there  was  no  market  for  zinc.  But  in  1917  the  silver  refining 
facilities  were  expanded,  so  full-scale  export  of  refined  silver  was  agog  in  1918  when 
also  plans  were  crystallized  for  erecting  zinc  smelting  and  sulphuric  acid  works  at 
Jamshedpur  (or  Sakchi)  in  India,  close  to  steelworks  of  a  user-customer  Tata  Iron  A 
Steel  Co.  Ltd.  In  1920  an  entirely  new  and  modern  lead-smelting  plant  and  reduction 
works  were  under  erection  at  Namtu.  By  1939,  production  embraced:-  refined  lead; 
fine  silver;  zinc  concentrates;  copper  matte;  nickel  speiss;  and  antimonial  lead. 

A.  F.  Kuehn 

In  the  1917  entry  he  was  one  of  the  directors  of  Burma  Mines  Ltd.  and  a  member  of 
its  Technical  Committee.  In  the  1918  entries,  with  still  that  directorship,  he  was  the 
Consulting  Engineer  for  that  company  and  also  for  the  corporation.  His  name  did  not 
appear  further  (i.e.  not  beyond  operational  year  1917).

In  the  summer  of  1985  a  metal-detector  user  reported  to  the  Department  of  Archae¬ 
ology  and  Ethnography,  Birmingham  City  Museum,  a  find  he  had  made  of  a  number 
of  coins  and  other  metal  artefacts.  The  objects  were  found  in  a  held  on  the  southern 
outskirts  of  the  Roman  settlement  in  the  Midlands.  Among  the  coins  which  were 
brought  to  the  Museum  was  a  f o His  of  Constantine  I  which  represents  a  previously 
unpublished  variety.  The  coin  remains  in  the  finder's  possession  and  I  am  grateful  to 
him  for  his  permission  to  publish  it  here.

The  coin  is  clearly  a  London  mint  follis  belonging  to  the  series  RIC  VI  London  222— 
233,  issued  between  A.D.  310  and  A.D.  312.  The  reverse  type  of  a  prince  holding  a 
globe  and  reversed  spear  in  combination  with  the  mmtmark  guarantee  this  attribution. 
The  die  axis  is  the  normal  one  for  this  series  and  the  weight  falls  only  a  little  short  of 
the  4.75-3.75  g  range  given  in  RIC  VI.  Given  the  condition  of  the  coin  this  is  an 
acceptable  difference. 

The  coin’s  interest  lies  in  the  obverse.  The  obverse  legend  is  of  type  Ig  and  is 
combined  with  a  bust  of  type  Q  (RIC  VI,  p.  134).  This  combination  is  previously 
unattested  for  this  series  where  legend  Ig  is  known  combined  with  busts  C  (  RIC'  229), 
Z  (RIC  230)  and  BB  (RIC  231).  Bust  6  has  not  previously  been  attested  used  with 
this  reverse  although  it  does  occur  (significantly  with  legend  Ig)  in  the  contemporary 
London  series  where  PR  I  NCI  PI  IVVLNTVTIS  accompanies  a  figure  of  a  prince

holding  a  standard  in  each  hand  ( RIC  221 ).  In  no  other  issue  of  the  series  is  the 

legend  Ig/bust  Q  combination  used. 

There  is  no  reason  to  suspect  that  the  coin  is  not  a  genuine  ancient  loss  nor  to  regard 
it  as  an  irregular  issue  or  forgery.  This  new  variety  should  therefore  be  added  to  the  list 
given  in  RIC  VI,  presumably  as  no.  229a.

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BRITISH  HISTORICAL  MEDALS 


Included  in  this  month's  list  are  several  items  of  unusual  interest  and,  although  not  specifically 
numismatic,  are  sufficiently  closely  related  to  he  worthy  of  inclusion.  For  example,  the  unique 
and  charming  little  silver  heart  shaped  locket  of  Charles  II,  the  very  unusual  horn  tobacco  box 
with  the  portrait  of  Charles  1  and  various  autographs  of  famous  people  being  offered  with  medals 
of  the  period.  Contemporary  documents  add  considerably  to  the  visual  appeal  of  medals  and  the 
two,  when  used  in  conjunction  with  one  another,  have  frequently  been  used  with  great  effect  in 

displays  and  exhibitions.
